This privilege was to hold 
good until noon today, but none of 
the strikers took advantage of the 
offer. There is not a pound of freight 
here today, and the agents of the 
roads state that they are in a posi- 
tion to handle all through and way 
freights."

The Summer Scnool Closed, 


C. A. Vecder and Win. L. Bullock, 


the young men who opened the sum- 
mer school at Plover one week ago 
last Monday, closed on 
Thursday 


morning 
rather 
unceremoniously. 


Mr. Veecler was principal of 
the 


Plover schools during the past year, 
and about the close of the last term 
decided to open a summer school. 
The question of allowing him to use 
the schoolr building in our neighbor- 
ing village was submitted to a vote 
at the annual school meeting and 
almost unanimously carried, there 
being but one vote against It. 
He 


thereupon completed arrangements, 
having already secured the services of 
Mr. Bullock, who had been teaching 
at Amherst, for his assistant. 
They 


opened with twelve scholars, and all 
looked bright until Thursday morn- 
ing, when a notice was served upon the 
young men that they could have the 
building no longer. This was a great 
disappointment to both, and especially 
to Mr. Vecder, who had been to con- 
siderable expense. The disappoint- 
ment and loss of time is also felt by 
the students, who called a meeting 
immediately and passed resolutions 
denouncing those who were respon- 
sible for causing the school to close. 


To Open Sept. 17th. 


On account of tho delay in receiv- 


ing slating for tbe roof and other 
material, caused by the strikes, tbe 
date of opening the new Normal 
School in this city, has been changed 
to Sept. 17th, instead of tbe 3d, as 
originally intended. 
At that time 


there is no doubt but that the build- 
ing will be entirely completed, the 
grounds in readiness, etc. 
Several 


days were lost in the early season by 
the non-arrival of pressed brick, but 
this time would have been made up 
and the school completed by Sept. 1st 
if it were not for the recent railroad 
troubles. Car loads of slate that were 
shipped from Indiana the middle of 
June, are only now beginning to ar- 
rive, having been delayed in the yards 
at Chicago and elsewhere all of this 
time.

Death of Mr. Bannister. 


N. W. Bannister, a well known res- 


ident of this city and for thirteen 
years a faithful employe of the Cen- 
tral railroad, died at his home on 
Madison street, last Sunday after- 
noon at ten minutes to four o'clock. 
His death was caused by dropsy, be 
being confined to his bed for nine 
weeks before liis sufferings were end- 
ed. Mr. Bannister was a native of 
Genessee county, N. Y., where he 
was born 77 years ago the 23d of last 
August. Stevens Point had been his 
home for the past seventeen years, 
eight years of that time being em- 
ployed in the Central upholstering de- 
partment and for five years previous 
having charge of the cleaning of 
passenger *coacbes. 
While engaged 


in this latter calling, he was seriously 
injured internally, suffering more or 
less since. Mr. Bannister was married 
twice, his second wife and eight or 
nine grown-up children surviving 
him. 
With the exception of one 


son in Nebraska, 
the 
whereabouts 


of the children are unknown. The 
deceased was thoroughly honest, a 
bard worker and a man very well 
liked by all who knew him. Funeral 
services were held at the house yes- 
terday morning at 10 o'clock, Rev. R. 
H. Weller officiating, the remains be- 
ing then conveyed to their last resting 
place in the Episcopal cemetery.

reality went to jail in default of bail 
for the court offered them their liberty 
until next Monday, when they wil 
have a bearing on the charge of con- 
tempt. Their bail was fixed at $3,000 
each, but the men refused to give 
and the court committed them. 
Debf 


said tbat he would not give bail U 
the amount of 5 cents. 
A telegram 


was produced in court, sent by him 
on the 2nd of July to North Butte 
Mont., which read as follows: 
"Gen 


eral Managers are weakening. 
If the 


strike is not settled in forty-cigh 
hours complete paralysis will follow. 
Potatoes and Ice are out of sight.

Mr. Deb* M it Unknown In Labor Circle* 


Before th» Frenent Uprising—IIU Lung 
Service m» Secretary of the Firemen'* 
Brotherhood—Brief Life Sketch. 


It has been assumed in many quarters 


that Eugene V. Debs, the figurehead of 
the strikes and boycott against Pullman, 
his city and his cars, is a new man in la- 
bor circles 
Nothing can well be further 


from the truth. For 14 years Debs was 
the secretary of the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Firemen, an organization more 
conservatUe as to reputation than any 
other in existence, save tho Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Engineers 


During the entire period that he held 


the office of brotherhood secretary Mr. 
Debs was laying the foundations for the 
superstructure ho has for years proposed 
to b/iild when the time shoul 1 bo ripe 
That superstructure was intended to be a 
general organi/ation of all the railroad 
workers of tho country, and when last 
year tho American Railway union was 
formed under his direction he believed 
that the \v ork ho had thought over and 
planned so carefully was at least well be 
gun That he did not contemplate the gen- 
eral tieing up of tho railroads of a nation 
I am convinced, for in a conversation with 
me last summer he dn elt on an idea uf

Sovereign I* for a Fight. 


Grand Master Workma'n Sovereign was 


aeen last evening after he had received the 
decision of the managers of the associa- 
tion and the Federation of Labor. "Well," 
said he, ''the general managers trent us 
with silent contempt und condemn us to 
death, do theyf I suppose they expect ns 
to die without any resistance, but they 
are mistaken. We will make a struggle. 
We will try to tie up all of the roads. 
But if we cannot do that we can at least 
tie up one road and keep it tied up. 1 
have seen Debs tonight and we all agree 
that there is one thing to do and that ia 
to fight on to the end with renewed en- 
ergy. 


"The Strike Has Ju*t Begnii." 


As to the declaration of the Federation 


of Labor Sovereign says it is too verbose to 
merit much consideration. "It is far bet- 
ter as to its rhetoric than as to its logic. 
We are in a crisis. This document deals 
with theories; what we neek now is action. 
Sympathy is not what we want—we want 
a coalition of forces against corporate 
powers, and unless we can get it we might 
as well at once consent to be serfs. This 
declaration can have no effect on the 
strike. Up to this time these people have 
given us no assistance. The strike has 
just begun." 


Quote* Son>« Scripture. 


Referring to the Federation 
Sovereign 


laid: "They h>tve served us with notice 
that if they get into trouble they will ex- 
act, sympathy and sympathy only from the 
other labor organisations. And that is 
exactly what they will get. I believe the 
local unions will give us their support. 
This conference cannot prevent that. 'As 
ye have meted unto others so it shall be 
meted unto you.' I shall certainly take 
no official notice of this action of the Fed- 
eration."

An widim* U> tbe public wa* issued

%cd «.*l*niy con*M«r«4, and "!• tk« light 


of all the evidence obtainable, and in »l«w 
of tbe peculiar complication* w» arc forced 
to the conclusion that the beat iut*re«U of 
the union* affiliated witb the American 
Federation of Labor demand that they re- 
frain from participating in any itrike 
which may be proposed iu connection witb 
present troubles. 


"We do not wish it understood that we 


are iu any way antagonistic to the labor 
org.inimion« now struggling for jus- 
tice, but rather to point to the fact that 
the present contest has becomo surround- 
ed with complications so grave iu nature 
that we cannot 
consistently advise » 


course which'would but add to tho gen- 
eral confusion. Tho public press, with 
few exceptions, has so maliciously mis- 
represented matters that in the public 
mind the working classes are now arrayed 
in open hostility to the federal authority. 
This is a position in which we do not wMi 
to be placed nor will we occupy it with- 
out protest. 


"While we may not have power to order 


a strike of tho working people of the 
country we are fully aware that a recom- 
mendation from this conference to lay 
down the tools of labor woifid largely in- 
fluence the members of alliliated organi- 
zations, and appreciating the responsibil- 
ity resting upon us and the duty we owe 
to all we declare it to be the sense of this 
conference that a general strike is inexpe 
dient, unwise and contrary to the best in- 
terests of the working people. We further 
recommend tlint all connected with the 
American Federation of Labor now out 
on sympathetic strikes should return to 
work. 


"The heart of labor everywhere throbs 


responsive to the manly purposes and 
sturdy ttrujrgle of the A. R. U. in its he- 
roic endeavors to redress the wrongs of the 
Pullman employes. By the railway strike 
the people are once more reminded of the 
Immense forces held at the call of corpor- 
ate capital for the subjugation of labor. 
All the civil and military machinery of 
the law rallied upon the summons of tbe 
corporations. 
Against 
this 
array of 


armed force and u brutal moneyed aristoc- 
racy would it not be worse than folly to 
call men out on. a strike? 


"Better let, us org.iuize more generally, 


and educate and prepare ourselves to pro- 
tect our interests that we may go to the 
ballot, box and cast our votes to redeem 
the country from its present political and 
industrial misrule, take it from the hands 
of plutocratic wreckers and place it in the 
hands of the common people." The ad- 
dress also denounces George M. Pallmnn 
for his persistent refusals to arbitrate, and 
declares him a public enemy. 


News from all - points represent 
the 


strike as collapsing, except in California. 
There the 1'r.uit crop is going to waste and 
efforts to start the trains are so fur not 
very successful. A little strike broke out 
at Marshall, Mich., on the Cincinnati, 
Jackson and Mackinaw, but it is practic- 
ally ended. At Toledo, O., the roads 
are gaining tho upper hand, and in Texns 
the situation is better. The Great, North- 
ern is threatened with a tie-up, tbe A. R. 
U. men giving it out that they will not 
transport troops. The Great Northern 
has met this with an offer to tho govern- 
ment for that very purpose. 


BLOODSHED AT SACRAMENTO. 


Itegulun Fire and Kill mid Wound Severn! 


—Martial Jt.uw Proclaimed. 


SACRAMENTO, July 14.—Yesterday was 


one of the most exciting days iu the his- 
tory of the strike. As a result two men 
lie wounded in the receiving hospital, 
while several others are reported dead or 
injured. Shortly after 1C o'clock in the 
morning a switch engine was proceeding 
along Front street to clear the track. A 
company of regulars under Captain Rob- 
erts, of battery L, Fifth United States ar- 
tillery, accompanied the engine. As they 
reached I street, it is claimed, a gang of 
strikers fired on the troops. The soldiers 
returned the fire and several men were 
seen to fall. 


Two of them were picked up by the po- 


lice and removed to the receiving hospital. 
Their names are John Stuart and Frank 
Buckley. 
Tbe former was a marine of the 


U. S. S. Alliance, and he was attracted to 
the scene of the conflict by a large crowd. 
He won shot through the body and is 
dying. Buckley lives in Butto county, 
and was here on a visit. He was shot 
through the right shoulder. Both men 
deny that they are iu any way connected 
with the strikers. Stuart has made an 
ante-mortem statement in which he de- 
clares he WHS shot down because ho re- 
fused to halt when ordered to do MO by thu 
regulars. 


The shooting was heard at the station 


and Colonel Graham ordered the Firat 
United States marine corps, under com- 
mand of Captain 
llerryman, 
and the 


Third United States marine corps, under 
Lieutenant Draper, to xt/iirt from the depot 
with fixed bayonets. They divided liito 
charging squads arid extended the dead 
line to Second street. Shortly after troop 
I, Fourth United Suites euvalry, made a 
flying dash down Second street to .1 street 
and thence to Front, sweeping evenhing 
before them. 


United States Marsha! Baldwin was In 


the lead and proclaimed martial law. Hu 
called upon the j>eop!e in the name of the 
United States to go to their homes and 
remain there until the trouble is over. A 
few obeyed, but the majority remained on 
the streets in defiance of the marshal'* or- 
der. Late in the afternoon the streets 
vrere comparatively 
deserted 
and few 


striken were to be seen. 


The railroad company succeeded in get- 


ting a train to Rocklin, its destination be- 
ing Ogden, by way of Truckee. The train 
was accompanied by two companies of 
regular*. Later another train left for the 
east.

PUT A BULLET IN HIS HEART.

CINCINNATI, July H.—Judge W. H. Taft, 


of the United States circuit court, deliv- 
ered his decision in the case, of F. W. 
Phelan, charged with contempt of court 
"iu impeding itiid obstructing thu receiver 
of the Cincinnati Southern road In the 
management and operation of his road by 
directing and inciting the employes to 
leave his employ and by interfering with 
the business of other roads with which 
the Southern road has business." The 
judge reviewed at great length the testi- 
mony, which he declared showed unmis- 
takably that Pheliiu came here as the 
agent nnd co-worker with Debs to insti- 
tute and direct u boycott determined on 
by tho convention of the American lluil- 
way Union to force the railroads to break 
their contracts with thu Pullman com- 
pany, in order to compel the latter com- 
pany to treat with its employes. 


PhelanS denial of personal agency had 


no weight with the court owing to the 
evasive and flippant character of bis testi- 
mony and in the face, of the telegrams 
passing between him nnd Debx, as well as 
his public utterances. 
The court found 


that he was the active agent here in an 
unlawful conspiracy with Dubs and others 
to paralyze the btiHlnuss of thu United 
States; or in other word* to starve the na 
tion in order to force an employer into 
terms. Applying thu law to the facts the 
court held that to undertake, to force a 
break of contracts was an unlawful con- 
spiracy. Moreover, tho whole plan was n 
boycott, which hu» been declared by all 
the states except Minnesota to bo unlaw- 
ful.

A peculiar pest seems to have made 


its appearance in the vicinity of Sherry 
switch, two miles north of Marshflcld, 
and is a specie of worm resembling 
very much the cabbage worm.

arc doing great damage to grass and 
growing crops. 
The Marshflcld Times 


says that they are about an inch in 
length, of a dark brown color, with a 
white stripe extending along the side. 
Several fields were visited in which 
the worm had been at work and 
although they had but lately made 
their appearance, great damage has 
been done. 
One field of grass con- 


taining about 20 acres was stripped in 
two days time, leaving the bare stalks 
for the farmer.

nois, is a prominent/ merchant of Chicago 
and a brother of Wayne MacVcagh, 
United States minister to Italy. Mr; Mac- 
Vcagh was liorn on a farm in Chester 
county, l'n., was graduated from Yale in 
1868 anil received a legal education at the 
Columbia law school in Now York and In 
tho ollico of a prominent lawyer. Ho dis- 
played such aptitude in tho legal profes- 
sion that ho was chosen to assist Judge 
Edmunds in revising the New York 
statutes, but his health broke down under 
tho arduous task, and he spent some time 
In travel. 
In 18(i5 he located in Chicago 


and assisted in establishing a large whole- 
sale grocery house, which ultimately be- 
came JIacVeagh & Co.. the ''Co." being 
his brother, Wayne AlacVcagh. 


Along with the rest of Chicago Mr. 


MacVeagh was badly scorched in « busi- 
ness way by the great Chicago fire and be- 
came president of the Citizens' association, 
which reorKani/ed the Chicago lire depart- 
ment after the big conflagration and gave 
it the foundation of its present day effi-

clency. He is also said to be responsible for 
the radical changes in municipal methods 
inaugurated in 1872. 


Mr. MacVengh has never held office. He 


was nominated for mayor of Chicago in 
1891 by tho Columbian league, a reform 
organization of citizens and business men, 
bat declined to run for tho office. Ho said 
he failed to see that Providence l.Ad sin- 
gled him out to bo the deliverer of 1,200,- 
000 people. His views as to the singling 
out characteristic of Providence have nj>- 
parcntly changed since then, for tho pros- 
pect of succeeding Hon. Shelby M. Cnllom 
in Washington docs not seem to daunt 
him in tho least.

Tho 
earrings aro long and nindo with slender 
chains, which support tho lower portion, 
which is of Intricate and extremely di'll- 
cato workmanship, Thero aro pearls, dia- 
monds, turquoises and emeralds among 
tho jewels set in those pendants.

Necklaces follow tho name gen- 
eral plan and aro remarkable for tholr 
lightness and grace. One very beautiful 
necklace had ono line of turquoise cut 
square, broken at intervals of ono inch by 
little rosettes of seven pearls each. These 
held a festoon of turquoif»c-n graded in sizo 
from that of a very small pea to a piri- 
hcad.

Htttain Kii|(liiu llrcakdown*. 


According to Professor Sweet's Investi- 


gations, engineers will find the cause of 
steatu engine breakdowns to consist—- 
among other occasions—In tho fact of wa- 
ter In the cylinder, and that it Is tho iner- 
tia of the flywheel that produces tho dam- 
age. 
This may bo prevented In tho coso 


of every engine with separate crank and 
flywheel, tho professor remarks, by mak- 
ing tho connection between tho wheel nnd 
tho shaftn friction connection—that is, the 
flywheel fitting a taper seat on tho shaft, a 
taper of say two or three Inches to tho foot, 
an<) 
forced on by a feathered washer and 


nut or cross key, serving tho purpose, tho 
cost under this arrangement not being a 
noticeable feature, of course, compared to 
tho entire cost of tho engine. 
Further, 


1'rofcshor Sweet remarks that the impos- 
sibility of throwing the flywheel out of 
true by keying would bo worth tho cost, 
nnd when done it would only be neccssnry 
to adjust the friction to tho legitimate 
work, so that In case of accidental resist- 
ance tho flywheel would slide nlong, lenv- 
ing tho balance of the engine nt rest.—Now 
York Sun. 


Marking; Track Dcfrcts. 


Thero are now In use many devices for 


marking defects in the roadbed or rails of 
ft railway, nnd of these not the least In- 
genious Is employed on tho state railroads 
of Bavurla. The Instrument used, which 
is placed under the car, Is so adjusted as 
to bo exceedingly sensitive to jars or per- 
cussion and Is fitted with n receptacle 
containing a red or blue liquid, 
Tho ap- 


paratus works automatically, and its ac- 
tion is based on tho foot that every depres- 
sion or break in a lino of track onuses a 
shock of greater or less Intensity in a car 
passing over it. 
Whenever a shock ex- 


ceeds a certain degree of Intensity asqulrt- 
ing device Is brought Into operation, nnd 
tho colored liquid is projected ovcf tho 
roadbed, leaving a telltale mark of from 
1 to 7 feet In length, according to the na- 
ture of tho flaw.—St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat.

The change is due to tho 
greater efllclenoy of tho new substance — 
thnt is, it hius been found that twice OB 
much work can he accomplished hy a brass 
valve grinder with oi]"-i-ight.h ounco of 
carborundum in one day us rould lie effect- 
ed with any amount of emery. Against 
this, however, i.s set the difTeivnco in price 
between the two articles, and also tho 
economy of t lie workman, carelessness on 
the part of the latter involving too much 
waste to m.'Uat tho use of carborundum 
possible. 
In the matter of gloss cutting 


tests have shown that the same amount of 
work can bo performed in one-quarter tho 
length of time required when working on 
hard steel or chilled iron. As a substitute, 
too, for diamond dust in polishing dia- 
uiondri Interesting results have followed 
the uso of this carbide. An instance cited 
i.s that of a new lap, and therefore abso- 
lutely free from diamond powder, being 
fed with tho carborundum powder, and 
which in UO minutes restored the facet of 
a damaged diamond. One of tho chief 
features of the substance is its preparation 
in a crystalline form, and new suggestions 
as to its industrial and chemical applica- 
tion. arc constantly being made.— Now 
York Son.

PRESIDENT CLEVELAND, on Mon- 


day, 
with a gold pen set in a silver 


holder, inscribed his name to a parch- 
ment enabling the people of Utah to 
form a state government and to be 
admitted to the union on an equal 
footing with the rest of the states. 
The signing of the act does not make 
Utah a state, but merely sets in mo- 
tion thu machinery by which she be- 
comes one. December, of 1895, will 
probably be the time when Utah will 
be entitled to the forty-fifth star in 
the flag. The constitutional conven- 
tion will meet next March to frame a 
state constitution, which will be sub- 
mitted to the people for ratification 
at an election in November, 1895, 
when the governor, and other state 
officers and a member of congress will 
be elected. 
If the constitution is 


ratified, and if the president finds 
that it provides for a republican form 
of government under the provisions of 
the act of congress, he will issue a 
proclamation announcing the fact and 
dfdaring Utah a state.
